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U.S.  dry  pea  and  lentil  exports  reached  the  alltime  high  of  130^201; 
metric  tons  (2.9  million  bags)  in  the  marketing  year  ending 
July  31^  1965*  This  exceeded  the  previous  year's  107^516  metric 
tons  by  21  percent  and  the  1955-59  average  of  57^221  metric  tons  by 
128  percent. 

Peas  accounted  for  108^000  tons  of  total  I96I1-65  exports  and 
lentils  22^500  tons.  Of  the  peas^  approximately  9^000  tons  were 
classified  as  seed;  53^000^  green  Alaska;  and  U6,000_,  yellow  peas. 
Most  of  the  increased  exports  were  in  yellow  peas  and  lentils. 
Shipments  of  yellow  peas  were  up  6)4  percent  from  the  previous  year's 
and  51  percent  from  I96O-6I  levels;  those  of  lentils,  up  29  percent 
from  the  previous  year's  and  185  percent  from  I96O-6I  levels. 

For  grean  peas,  exports  were  up  less  than  one  percent  from  1963-61^ 
figures,  but  57  percent  from  the  1955-59  average.  Exports  of  seed 
peas  declined  slightly. 

U.S,  peas  and  lentils  were  exported  to  58  countries  in  19614-65. 

The  yellow  peas  category,  which  includes  lentils  l/ , has  had 
slightly  wider  distribution  than  green  peas.  Yellow  peas  are  favored 
in  Latin  America,  green  peas  and  lentils  in  Europe.

An  important  uptrend  is  notable  in  each  kind  of  peas  exported. 

Seed  exports  have  more  than  doubled  since  the  early  1950’ s.  Green 
peas  shipments  have  risen  nearly  56  percent,  while  those  of  yellow 
have  more  than  doubled,  those  of  lentils,  almost  tripled. 
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
